crisis he was a pigmy in statesmanship 
and breadth of view, yet he triumphed. 
However, to Mr. Lodge personally it was 
a triumph of bitterness rather than of 
principle.

(in politics and his influence in the senate 
in support of administration measures 
were of great importance.

It was temporarily brought 
under a cloud by politicians who sought 
the favor of its large German voting popu- 
lation. 
Today it is happily cleared on 


this stigma and Wisconsin observes Ar- 
mistice Day with all of the loyalty, fervor 
and deep national spirit that character- 
izes its observance throughout America. 


This year on Armistice Day finds pos- 


sibly the entire world at peace. 
There 


are no serious calls on the horizon any- 
where. 
The outlook for continued, even 


permanent peace is better than at any- 
time since the war. We are clearly mak- 
ing progress toward that goal. 
Signs 


that the war was not fought in vain are 
multiplying. 
Reason and 
justice are 


gaining a stronger foothold every day. 


HUGHES TO GO? 


A report has gone out from Washing- 


ton to the effect that Mr. Hughes is to re- 
tire from the cabinet and that Col. George 
Harvey is to be appointed secretary of 
state. It is devoutly to" be hoped that this 
report is untrue. 
We_ do not know of any 


change in the official family of Mr. Coo- 
lidge that would bring more real regret 
and disappointment to the American peo- 
ple than the substitution of Harvey for 
Hughes. Let us believe the story is only 
the invention of an over-zealous corres- 
pondent. 


Mr. Hughes is undeniably remaining in 


the cabinet at a personal sacrifice. 
He 


can make a, great deal more money prac- 
ticing law, and it may be that he is in need 
of a larger income. But the fact remains 
that he is one of the outstanding figures of 
the cabinet, and that his public sen ice 
has been of the highest order. 
People 


have great confidence in Mr. Hughes per- 
sonally, and this confidence reflects itself 
in his direction of foreign policies. 


"We know of no one more poorly fitted 


to occupy the important post of secretary 
of state than Col. Harvey. 
The exhibi 


tion he made of himself as ambassador rn 
London, his lack of tact and judgment, 
his narrowness and personal prejudices, 
all incapacitate him for handling The af- 
fairs of state. Surely Mr. Coolidge would 
not consider such an appointment. The 
country would like nothing better than to 
see Mr. Hughes remain in the cabinet. 
and with him Mr Mellon and Mr Hoover.

Gustave Keller in an address before 
Appleton Lions club Monday, urged 
Lions and all other civic clubs to do 
their share toward 
educating 
the 


American people in their government 
and to do a little 
careful 
thinking 


about what is going on in this coun- 
try. 
Mr. Keller pointed out several 


movements which he characterized as 
dangerous and urged the Lions to 
study and discuss these movements 
so they can act intelligently on them. 


"Fewer people voted in the election 


last Tuesday than in the election four 
years ago, if the statements I have 
read are correct." Mr. Keller said 
as he pointed out the need of every 
loyal American 
selling the idea of 


taking part in the government to 
every one in this county. 


"This isan 
individualistic govern- 


ment," Mr, Keller said. "The govern- 
ment exists for the individual, not 
the individual for the state. T believe 
that every individual should have the 
widest possible liberty in 
selecting 


who shall represent him and how he 
shall 1-e 
governed." 


CAUTIONS ABOUT CHANGES 


Mr. Keller warned Lions to be cau- 


tious in accepting changes in the form 
of government and in 
surrendering 


the safeguards which the founders ol 
America inserted in the constitution. 


H 
He showed the 
efforts that have 


been made and are being made 
to 


change the form of government in 
America, to abolish the Senate, 
to 


curtail the president's power of veto 
and to empower congress to set aside 
decisions of the Supreme court. Mr. 
Keller said these matters were care- 
fully considered by the authors 01 
the constitution and were placed in 
America's basic law as balances and 
checks so that mobocracy and pas- 
sion and prejudice might never gain 
control of the government. 


RAPS INITIATIVE 


Mr. Keller condemned the initiative 


as drifting away from representative 
government toward direct government 
and he said this was dangerous. The 
recall also was denounced as being a 
weapon of mob rule and that the con- 
stitution already has prpvided for a 
recall by limiting the terms ot office 
ee^that legislators ajid executives can 
be removed from 
office if their ad- 


ministration does not suit. 


The speaker denied the often-made 


charge that there is no difference be- 
tween the two 
great 
political par- 


ties of, America, declaring there is as 
much fundamental difference between 
them now as there was in the days 
of Hamilton 
and 
Jefferson. 
He 


urged the Lions to inform themselves 
on political parties and to 
become 


partisans not because of expediency 
but because of what the parties stand 
for.
